Leaving the Legislative Council alone, I 
wish to rofor very briofy'to some other questions 
of graveimportance, - ‘The work of the Ropart- 
riation Department. is a complete and dismal 
failure.

that the Repatriation, Boards have been struck 
with strange powerlessness, for which ‘their 
composition in the. teeth of oar advice and 
recommondations hay; boon largely responsible.

An intensaly 
religious, moral, and conservative penple, the 
Boors find their whole existence torn up by the 
roots, as it were, their children aducatod 
by strange poapls who may be Romanists 
or Sacerdotalists, and probably are, who 


ido _not know their _Iengasge or modes of 


thonght, who teach the children Dutch without 
knowing it, who. tench them history “which 
avery child knows to be a travesty of the facts 
and whoso wholo inilneace is uncousciously 
dirocted to making ‘plain tu the ordinary Boor 
the gulf which soparates him from his con- 
quetors. Do you think that such an educa- 
tional system—administered, too, with that red 
tape which boefora was almost unknown in 
this conntry—is & factor for conciliation in this 
country? Do yoit thiuk the Boors will love and 
admire their conquerors for openly trying 
te Anglicize their children and for potting 
their language on the sams footing practically as 
Zulu, Besuto, or avy otber foreiga language? 
It sometimes ssems to me that the Government 
shas forgotten every lesson of 'Pransvaal-bistory, 
We have askod for School Boards to direct local 
education along general lines to. be superviaed 
by the Education Department. This system, 
which is only one form of that local self-gorern- 
ment: Which alone suits free and. progressive 
peoples, worked perfectly well all over South 
Afvica before the war... No doubt it is derided by 
the imported educations! experts who are capari- 
monting. with their abstract theories. on the 
Boor children... Frea schools, ads inistered: 
by schoo! commitiees nominated by the psrents, 
are now in operation in many parts ‘of the 
country and are frequented by moro than 4,000 
children. In these schools the fundamental 
principle ig the equality of English und Dutch , 
and when you consider that the parents have in 
these hard times to pay for the teaching of their 
children in-these free schools, while next 
door the’ Government school affords gratis 
education, you can understand with what rooted 
suspicion they must consider these Government 
soboals. : : 

Yon see very little writing in tho papors on 
these subjects, The fact is that the Boors are 
a silent people and would rather suffer in silonca 
“han make s. parade of their grievances, The 
arievancedithat yon mostly leur‘ of “in. the 
Transvaal are, strangely enough, thse: of the 
capitalists and mining magnates, And the 
particular grievance which is now most popular 
is the want of ustive Jabour fer the mines.

then nothing would hare been too great for 
tlio-silent. forces of respect, ¢>-operation, and 
conciliation to huve accomplished in time. 
Instead, however, the whole polioy of the 
Government hay been inspired by fear and 
‘distrust nud_cast along thoid yarrow bureau. 
pratic Hnes whicl are equally abhorrent to all 
Colouisls and South Africans. 


The consequence of all this is that the Traue- 
vaal ig 60-day in a most anhappy and dicastistied | 


temper. “The English, even moro than the 
Dutch, are bitterly: complaining, ‘The only 
-redesming feature of the situation is that in 
this common adversity English and Boer are 
boing grawn together’: but it is pot 2 work of 
which the Goveroment has any reason. to bo 
proud. : rhs ; 
Yon must not infor from all this that the Boors 
are scothing with discontent. ‘There is a wondor- 
fulcalm every whervobservable. Allthairenorgies 
are ongaged in the work ofrebuilding their homes 
and repsiring the losses of the war. Nothing 
is mors tonching aud inspires me with more 
hope for tho future of the country than the 


whole-hearted way with which the people have’ 


thrown thomselses inte this work. The summer.
